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A MURDERER was 
described by his 
victim’s family as “the 
devil incarnate” after 
he was jailed for life. 

Slaughterman John 
McFarlane, 40, shot Mary 
Griffiths with a bolt gun 
normally used on animals. 
She later died in hospital 
from her injuries. 

Ms Griffiths was a popular 
fitness instructor who gave 
classes at Newmarket Leisure 
Centre, where McFarlane had 
also worked. 

McFarlane last week 
changed his plea to admit 
murder after previously 
denying the charge. He 
appeared at London’s Old 
Bailey on Friday, where he was 
sentenced to a minimum of 20 
years in prison. 

Just hours before McFarlane 
broke into Ms Griffiths’ home 
in Bury St Edmunds, she had 
called the police to express her 
fear that he was stalking her. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission is 
investigating a complaint from 
her family about the way the 
Suffolk force reacted to her call.

The court heard that 
he smashed through 
the back door of her 
home with an axe while 
she and her three 
daughters were in bed 
in the early hours of 
May 6. 

Ms Griffiths, who had 
earlier posted a 
Facebook message 
saying he was 
“delusional” if he 
thought they would 
ever have a relation¬ 
ship, was beaten by 
McFarlane. 

But she managed to 
get outside before she 
was shot with the bolt 
gun as one of her 
daughters, aged 13, 
shouted “don’t do it, 
stop it”. 

Ms Griffiths was shot 
twice in the chest and 
once in the shoulder. 

McFarlane was later 
found lying in a garden 
having cut his arms in 
an apparent suicide 
attempt. The court 
heard he was being 
kept on suicide watch 
in jail. 

After sentence was 
passed, Ms Griffiths’ 
sister Louise Ryan gave 
a statement on behalf 
of the family. 

She said: “Today, my 
family and I came to 
court to see the evil 
murderer John McFar¬ 
lane brought to justice 
for taking away the life 
of our beloved angel, 
Mary Frances. 

“We stand here with 
heavy hearts, praying 
that John McFarlane 
will never be able to 
walk the streets again.

However, the punish¬ 
ment which was 
bestowed upon him 
today will never be 
harsh or severe enough 
to compensate for the 
loss of Mary’s life. 

“Mary was the most 
beautiful person I’ve 
ever known. She was a 
dedicated mother to 
her three daughters and 
always strived to do her 
very best for her girls. 

“She was a daughter 
to be proud of in every 
way and a sister to look 
up to. She was a true 
and genuine friend 
with the biggest heart. 
When Mary walked into 
a room, she instantly lit 
it up, her sparkling eyes 
and beaming smile was 
always so infectious 
and warm. 

“In the early hours of 
May 6, John McFarlane 
brutally murdered a 
defenceless, young 
mother. 

“He is in our eyes the 
devil incarnate. The 
pain he inflicted on 
Mary that night and the 
terror she and her 
children experienced is 
what nightmares are 
made of. We will 
forever be haunted by 
the thoughts of how he 
made Mary suffer in her 
last hours of life.” 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Rick Munns 
said: “This was an 
horrific crime which 
saw a mother murdered 
in front of her three 
young children. It is 
difficult to imagine a 
more traumatic and 
tragic case. 

“I particularly want 
to mention the courage, 
dignity and self control 
displayed by the family 
and friends of Mary in 
the most difficult of 
circumstances. 

“I, together with all 
members of the 
investigating team, can 
only hope with the 
sentencing of 

McFarlane today that 
her children, parents, 
brothers and sisters can 
now find a way forward 
in dealing with their 
loss.”

£1 m depot to open 
for national firm 


A NEW £1 million news¬ 
paper and magazine distri¬ 
bution warehouse is due to 
open in Newmarket early 
next year. 

National distributor Smiths 
News has agreed a lease on the 
JJ,000 sq ft building which is 
nearing completion just off the 
AJ4 at Newmarket Business 
Park, off Oaks Drive. 

But the move is likely to mean 
job losses at Smiths News depots 
in Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds, which will close when 
the new centre comes into 
operation. 

The existing depots currently 
employ 39 people. But the new 
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warehouse will have jobs for 
only 26 people - some of whom 
may relocate from the existing 
centres. 

A spokeswoman for the 
company said: “Smiths News has 
further strengthened its position 
as the UK’s leading newspaper 
and magazine wholesaler by 
investing over £J million in its 
new distribution centre in 
Newmarket. 

Smiths News is moving two 
sites, currently in Cambridge 
and Bury, to a new purpose-built 
facility which will begin 


operating in February 20 JO. 

“The sites in Cambridge and 
Bury currently employ 39 
members of staff. We will be 
working with employees and 
their respective representatives 
to minimise any potential 
redundancies. We will be 
creating 26 new roles in the new 
Newmarket distribution centre. 

“We are delighted to be 
making these investments that 
will see benefits for our retailers 
and provide a fantastic place for 
our staff to work.” 

The warehouse is expected to 
play a major role in the 
distribution of newspapers and 
magazines to shops throughout 
the region. 


The deal, agreed through 
Cheffins commercial properties 
in Cambridge acting on behalf of 
the developers Cl Industries and 
Hamilton Land, is believed to 
have been the biggest pre-let 
deal in the area this year. 

Nationally, Smiths News has 
more than 60 depots which 
deliver to 30,000 shops, 364 days 
a year. 

The national workforce is 
around 5,500 plus more than 
J,200 contractors who deliver 73 
million newspapers and 
magazines a week. 

The company distributes 669 
different newspapers - local, 
regional and national - plus 
2,800 magazine titles.

£1 million bin 
base has 
facilities for 
female staff 

COUNCIL bin crews have got a new £1 
million depot as their base. 

Forest Heath District Council has just 
completed a major rebuilding of its depot 
in Holborn Avenue, Mildenhall, which 
complies with modern requirements - 
including facilities for women operatives 
- although currently the council does not 
have any. 

A council spokeswoman said: “As an 
equal opportunities employer we are 
keen to recruit female team members.” 

The depot is a base for the council’s 
27 lorries including the bin freighters 
and street sweepers which operate in the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall areas. 

The new building has meeting space, 
showers, facilities for disabled people, 
an evidence store for goods that are 
illegally fly-tipped and office space. 

The work was carried out by NPS 
South East Ltd and Farrans Construction. 

Cllr Malcolm Smith, the council 
chairman, said: “This new depot offers 
modern working conditions and facilities 
for our waste teams and office staff and 
is a vast improvement on the cold and 
draughty warehouses we had before.” 


Car parking fees 
decision delayed 


THE COST of using a town’s 
public car parks is set to rise - 
but councillors have yet to 
decide by how much. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council agreed at a special meeting on 
Monday to put up the charges at the car 
parks in Newmarket to help balance its 
books. 

But they put off a decision about the 
actual rise, after asking council officials 
for a further report on the effect of 
proposals to scrap the current free half- 
hour parking concession. 

Councillors had received an email sent 
on behalf of parents at the town’s All 
Saints’ Primary School, who make use of 
the free half-hour to park while dropping 
their children at school. 

Andrew Claydon, the council’s 
strategic director (resources), had 
suggested dropping the free half-hour in 
favour of ending the parking charges 
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earlier - at 4pm instead of the current 
6pm. 

He suggested that charges for the 
minimum two-hour period should go up 
from 30p to 50p and a three-hour stay 
should go up from 60p to £1. 

Parking charges were controversially 
introduced by the council in April 2006, 
despite a major campaign to keep 
parking free. 

Mr Claydon said the council would 
have to pay £480,000 to run the car parks 
for the next three years if there was no 
increase in charges. 

But an extra £91,867 would be brought 
in if the charges went up as proposed. 

He warned that if the hours that the 
charges applied were reduced - as 
suggested by some councillors - the 


amount of the charge would have to be 
higher to achieve a similar income. 

But Cllr Andrew Appleby, a member of 
the council’s Liberal Democrat 
opposition, said: “It’s not just about 
money. It’s about a service for the 
community.” 

He said lie was concerned that the car 
parks were being under-used since the 
introduction of charges. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, independent, 
said: “I was against the imposition of 
parking charges and this just proves 
what I said at the time. It’s the thin end 
of the wedge.” 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, Conservative 
leader of the council, said the issue of 
dropping the free half-hour should be 
reconsidered and a further report on 
possible charges should be brought back 
to councillors. 

A rise in charges would take effect 
from April 1 next year once a decision 
has been reached on the amount.

A CHRISTMAS card seller 
attacked an elderly woman 
who refused to buy any. 

The incident happened on 
Sunday between 3pm and 
4pm when the man, believed 
to be a doorstep seller, 


approached the woman as she 
was getting into her car 
outside her home in 
Mildenhall. He told her he was 
selling Christmas cards, but 
she said she did not want any. 

He put his foot in the car 


door to prevent her from 
closing it and assaulted her, 
leaving her with facial and 
back injuries.

More cash for 
racing project 


MORE than £700,000 
has been pledged 
towards a project to 
create a major tourist 
attraction based on 
historic stables. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has agreed to give 
the cash to the Home of 
Horseracing project in 
Newmarket which is set to 
open to the public on 
April 1, 2012. 

The long-awaited 
project, based on Palace 
House and Palace House 
Stables, will provide a 
“world class” museum for 
the racing industry, a 
permanent display of 
priceless works of art 
associated with horses 
and racing as well as the 
return of live horses to the 
stables. 

The district council 
owns the buildings which 
date from the reign of 
King Charles II, regarded 
as the founder of organ¬ 
ised horseracing. 

Councillors, meeting in 
private session, have 
agreed to pump a further 
£713,000 into the project 
in the hope that it will 
bring in further promises 
of cash towards the £11 
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million cost. The council’s 
pledge is in addition to 
the £725,000 it has already 
spent on planning and 
preparation - plus several 
million pounds it has 
spent during the past 20 
years restoring some of 
the buildings. 

In September, Suffolk 
County Council agreed to 
give £1 million toward the 
project. 

As part of the latest 
deal, Forest Heath has 
agreed to hand over 
Palace House, the Mews 
and the Stables to the 
Home of Horseracing 
Trust on a long lease and 
for a peppercorn rent by 
April 1,2011. 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “The relinquishing of 
these assets would make 
the promise of more 
money cost-neutral to the 
council.” 

But a council statement 
stressed that stringent 
conditions were attached 
to the deal and the cash 
would not be released 
until April 1, 2012 - the 
target opening date for 


the attraction. 

Cllr Robin Millar, 
chairman of the council’s 
Home of Horseracing 
working group, said: “This 
project appears to be 
taking a long time, but 
fundraising in the current 
economic climate is not 
an easy task. 

“I am confident that, 
with this pledge from the 
council, further sources of 
funding can be found. 
This project will confirm 
Newmarket’s reputation 
as the international home 
of horse racing.” 

Peter fensen, chairman 
of the Home of 
Horseracing Trust, said: 
“This is tremendous news 
for the Palace House 
project following on from 
the grant received from 
Suffolk County Council in 
September. These grants, 
together with pledges that 
we have already received, 
give us a great momentum 
with our fundraising 
programme. I would like 
to thank all the members 
of Forest Heath District 
Council for their support 
and I can confirm that 
planning is well underway 
for the target opening in 
April 2012.”

£700,000 haul In 
drug clamp-down 


DRUGS with a street value 
of more than £700,000 were 
seized in a week-long police 
clamp-down which also led 
to the arrest of 60 people. 

A number of arrests were made 
in the Newmarket, Mildenhall and 
Haverhill areas as part of Suffolk 
police’s Operation Dace. 

Two men, aged 40 and 51, were 
arrested when police raided a 
house in Laureate School Road, 
Newmarket, on Friday when eight 
cannabis plants were seized 
together with heroin, cash and 
clothes. 

A 39-year-old woman was 
arrested at the same time on 
suspicion of handling stolen 
property and illegal possession of 
heroin. They were released on bail 
and were returning to Bury St 
Edmunds police station on 
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Tuesday to hear if they faced any 
charges. 

Five cannabis plants were seized 
when police with a search warrant 
raided a house in Wingfield Road, 
Lakenheath. A 26-year-old man 
was arrested and released on bail 
until December 17. 

A 74-year-old man was arrested 
on suspicion of money laundering 
after officers searched a property 
on Eriswell Drive, Lakenheath, last 
Thursday, where cash, tobacco and 
alcohol were seized.

Safety should 
be the issue 

Sir, Forest Heath is required to 
build some 6,400 residences, 
including 1,640 in the 
Newmarket area plus 700 in the 
primary villages and the 
remainder in other areas of the 
district. 

I doubt that the proposed 
developments would cause 
Newmarket’s racehorse 
population to decline but it could 
impact on safety with an 
inevitable increase of traffic into 
town and associated pollution. 

I have to say that I would be more 
impressed by the objections of 
the Newmarket racing 
community had trainers shown 
better regard for the safety of 
horses and staff over the years, 
had they scrupulously observed 
the start times set by the Jockey 
Club, were there no horses being 
ridden along or across roads in 
the dark, in thick fog or when icy 
and if each string was supervised 
over crossings by a member of 
staff on foot or on a hack. Many 
do but some don’t. Any rider 
refusing to ride out on health and 
safety grounds would most likely 
be sacked. 

Jockey Club Estates have started 
a safety improvement 
programme. Whether or not 
these housing developments take 
place I trust that the racing 
community and both the town 
and district councils will give real 
support for the Jockey Club 
initiative to improve safety for 
horses, riders, drivers, passengers 
and pedestrians. 

Any developments in 
Newmarket, especially major 
development at Hatchfield, 
would also increase traffic onto 
the A14.1 would suggest that any 
such development must be 
preceded by improvement of the 
A14 / A142 junction, basically 
roundabouts either side of the 
A14 slip roads plus improvement 
of adjacent roads. 

I would prefer no developments 
at all. I would prefer not to have a 
large development of Hatchfield 
Farm. I accept, however, that the 
final decisions on these 
Government housing 
requirements must be pragmatic 
and will not necessarily be 
popular. 

I would, however, suggest that, in 
tandem with the public 
consultation process, landowners 
are invited to tender ‘expressions 
of interest’ for developments on 
land which might not have been 
considered or could have been 
overlooked.

Drugs worker ‘jailed’ 
for Children in Need 


A DRUGS worker will be locked 
up in a cell to target users - and 
raise cash for a children’s 
charity. 

Joanna Walker, a substance 
misuse practitioner for 
Cambridgeshire Drugs 
Intervention Programme (CDip), 
will be “banged up” to raise 
money for Children in Need and 
to dish out advice on drugs and 
alcohol to those arrested. 

Ms Walker has worked for 
CDip for four years. She is being 
sponsored for her spell in the 
cells, which will last from 8am to 
3.45pm on Friday. 

Joanna said: “I will promote 
CDip and Drinksense by talking to 
arrestees on the day, and raise 


as much money as possible for 
this important cause. 

“The idea is that I am locked 
up all day in the cells where I will 
try to encourage Class A drug 
users who are arrested to get 
some treatment. I also hope to 
raise money for Children in Need. 

“I am not really scared about it 
as I visit the cells a lot as a drugs 
intervention worker. I am kind of 
used to it but I think it is going to 
feel like an awfully long time. 

“I won’t be locked up with a 
prisoner as everyone gets their 
own cell these days. 

“We encourage people to get 
help and refer them to Addaction, 
Narcotics Anonymous or try to 
get them into rehab.”

Three OAPs in 
major tax dodge 


THREE pensioners who collected 
tens of thousands of pounds in 
rent without paying any tax have 
been given suspended prison 
sentences. 

Police discovered a £243,267 hoard of 
cash at the house they shared in Red 
Lodge during a two-day search operation 
at the Ponderosa scrapyard in Bridge End 
Road in September last year. 

Much of the money was packed into 
confectionery tins and envelopes in the 
bedroom of 69-year-old Bernadette 
McGivern, Ipswich Crown Court was told 
last Thursday. 

Bernadette McGivern, of Bridge End 
Road, Red Lodge, her husband Harold 
McGivern, 66, now of Greenhill Road, 
Willesden, London, and Noel Healy, 77, of 
Bridge End Road, Red Lodge, pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to launder money 

The offence had been committed 
between March 2003 and September last 
year, the court heard. 

They had been arrested and charged as 
a result of an investigation by Suffolk 
police codenamed Operation Basil. 

Andrew Shaw, prosecuting, said police 
inquiries revealed Bernadette McGivern 


and Healy jointly owned a large house in 
Merrick Road, Willesden, which was 
divided into 16 letting rooms. 

Mrs McGivern also owned another 
house in Greenhill Road, Willesden, which 
was divided into 23 letting rooms. 

Accountants called in by the Crown 
Prosecution Service to establish how 
much the two properties would generate 
in rent estimated the figure to be in the 
region of £144,000 a year, said Mr Shaw. 

HM Revenue and Customs found no 
trace of tax having been paid on that 
income and that the McGiverns had not 
paid any tax at all. 

Healy had paid a “modest” amount on 
his share of the profits from the Ponderosa 
scrapyard business. 

Steven McGarry, mitigating for 
Bernadette McGivern, said she was of 
previous good character and was 
“something of an anathema” having 
managed to avoid coming to the 
attention of the tax authorities all her 
life. 

Appearing for Noel Healy, Christopher 
Morgan said his client too did not draw a 
state pension and was also of previously 
good character. 

lohn McDairmid, mitigating for 


Harold McGivern, said his arrest, the 
possibility of imprisonment and the 
extensive search of his home had led to 
the onset of depression. 

Passing sentence, fudge David Goodin 
said: “This was a serious criminal con¬ 
spiracy between the three of you to cheat 
the public revenue of significant sums of 
money.” 

Bernadette and Harold McGivern and 
Noel Healy were sentenced to 48 weeks’ 
imprisonment, suspended for two years. 

The McGiverns will be subject to a 
curfew between the hours of 8pm and 
7am for the next 26 weeks. Healy must 
complete 80 hours’ unpaid community 
work. A further hearing is due to be 
scheduled early next year to consider 
applications for the seizure of assets 
owned by the McGiverns and Healy under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

The McGiverns’ son, Robert, 38, of 
Bridge End Road, Red Lodge, was jailed 
last month for five and a half years after 
being found guilty of a total of 16 offences 
also following Operation Basil. 

He was convicted of concealing 
criminal property, having stolen goods, 
handling stolen goods and fraud following 
a trial at Ipswich Crown Court.

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Housing plan 
wins support

CONTROVERSIAL prop¬ 
osals for 1,200 new homes 
have been approved for 
the next stage of con¬ 
sultation - despite oppos¬ 
ition. 

A majority vote by district 
councillors at a working group 
meeting means that a scheme to 
develop 150 acres of land at 
Hatchfield Farm, Newmarket, 
will go forward for inclusion in 
the development strategy for the 
period to 2031. 

The scheme, which includes a 
new school, playing fields, shops 
and offices, is opposed by New¬ 
market’s horseracing industry 
which has argued that it will 
mean the end of the town’s 
historic status as racing’s head¬ 
quarters. 

Newmarket Town Council is 
also opposed to the scheme. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said there 
was “too much at stake” to put 
the Hatchfield Farm scheme in 
future policies unless there was a 
full assessment of the likely 
impact of additional traffic and 
new houses. 

Cllr Robin Millar, who chairs 
the local development frame¬ 
work group, said he was 
concerned that the issue of extra

traffic from the development 
needed to be considered. 

But he said: “We haven’t had 
evidence submitted to us yet.” 

He was one of three councillors 
who supported the proposal - 
only Cllr Hirst and Cllr Ian 
Radford opposed it. 

Afterwards Cllr Richard 
Fletcher, who chairs the town 
counciFs development and 
planning committee, said: “I’m 
disappointed that the working 


group accepted Hatchfield farm 
in spite of the widespread 
opposition. 

“I’m convinced this is bad 
news for the town.” 

In total more than 1,500 new 
homes could be built in New¬ 
market if all the site proposals go 
ahead. 

They include 120 on the town’s 
George Lambton Playing Fields 
where a new, bigger Tesco store is 
due to be built to replace an 
existing one nearby. 

More than 100 homes are 
planned on Jockey Club land off 
Philipps Close, Newmarket, and 
nearly 90 off Burwell Road, 
Exning. 

A new ground for Newmarket 
Football Club could be 
developed as part of a sports 
complex on horse paddocks off 
Exning Road. 

The existing football ground 
could then be used for housing. 

But proposals for a mixed 
development of housing, a hotel 
and racing stables on the historic 
Queensbury Lodge site in 
Newmarket High Street were not 
accepted by the working group. 

Public consultation is expected 
to take place in February and 
March.

A film has been made by Cambridgeshire police 
starring sniffer dogs, armed officers and the 
force helicopter.

T he short film, with a 
music soundtrack 
which pays tribute to 
a police officer who died of 
cancer, was made by 
police in an attempt to 
show “visible policing” 

It was commissioned by Chief 
Constable Julie Spence to make 
the public aware of the “diversity 
of modern policing” and 
challenges that officers face. 

Just under four minutes long, it 
was shot as part of the force’s ‘We 
promised and delivered’ 
campaign. 

It focuses on point three of the 
police pledge - the promise of 
visible policing. 

Mrs Spence said: “There are so 
many strands to the policing 
family and I hope this short film 
will allow the public to 
understand a little more about 
the versatility of the role and the 
challenges my officers face. 

“Point three of the pledge talks 
about visible policing and this is 
not just about neighbourhood 
policing teams. 

“The public are protected by a 
variety of functions from the 
roads policing unit, firearms and 
the force helicopter to the local 
bobby on the beat. 

“Officers in each area play a 
vital role in protecting the public 
and maintaining law and order. 

“And they represent only part 
of the overall policing teams that 
serve the people of 
Cambridgeshire.” 

Following the launch on the 


force’s website, the film will also 
be shown at recruitment 
campaigns, neighbourhood 
panel meetings, community 
events, school presentations and 
in public areas such as shopping 
centres. 

Mrs Spence added: “We often 
talk about the versatility of the 
policing family and the 
challenges officers face every day 
but this is the first time we have 
been able to visually 
demonstrate this to the public. 

“This film will be used in a 
variety of forums to allow people 
to get a better understanding of 
the service their force is 
delivering.” 

The film soundtrack, This Is It 
Now, was written and performed 
by Cambridgeshire band The 
Brays and pays tribute to a police 
officer who died of cancer. 

Matt Seddon, lead guitarist, 
said: “As a band, we were really 
happy to get involved in this 


local project to help give the 
public a better understanding of 
the role of local police. 

“From a personal perspective, 
my cousin was a police officer in 
Coventry and worked 
exceptionally hard. 

“Sadly, he died of cancer two 
years ago and my involvement in 
this project is a tribute to him.” 

Mrs Spence added: “We didn't 
want to bombard the public with 
commentary or facts and figures 
but just allow the images to 
speak for themselves.” 

It’s not the first time the force 
has used film as part of a 
campaign. 

Last year, they launched a 
video on how to drive safely on 
the notorious A1307, where 28 
people have lost their lives in the 
past 10 years. 

The film offers advice to 
drivers in an effort to reduce the 
number of accidents on the 
“road of death”.

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Childminder wins bid 
to work from home 


A CHILDMINDER has been 
told she can no longer take in 
children from just after 5am. 

But a planning inspector has 
ruled that Shirley Mingay can 
continue running her business from 
her home in St Peters Avenue, 
Moulton. 

David Harrison, the inspector, 
has allowed her appeal against a 
council enforcement notice which 
sought to prevent her taking in 
children before 7am after 
complaints from neighbours about 
the noise of cars dropping the 
youngsters off from around 5.15am. 

Mr Harrison, who considered 
Mrs Mingay’s appeal at an informal 
hearing last month, ruled that

children could not arrive before 
6.30am. 

He said, in his report: “In my 
view it is necessary to exclude very 
early starts, but it seems to me that 
a start at 6.30am would go some 
way to meeting the needs of most 
parents while protecting residents 
from undue disturbance.” 

Mrs Mingay, who has been 
childminding at the address since 
2005, told Mr Harrison that her 
service helped parents who work in 
Newmarket’s racing industry where 
early starts are normal. 

One mum, Marie Murphy, told 


the inspector that she would not be 
able to work if she could not drop 
off her two children between 5am 
and 6am. 

Mr Harrison has quashed the 
enforcement notice issued by Forest 
Heath District Council and granted 
planning permission for Mrs 
Mingay to cater for up to 10 
children between the hours of 
6.30am and 7pm Monday to 
Saturday. 

Colin Goater, one of the residents 
who complained, told the inspector 
that her business should operate 
elsewhere. 

He said that he and his partner 
were regularly disturbed by mums 
dropping off children early in the 
morning.

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Brave Imogen loses her voice, 
but not her desire to be heard 


L ying on the 
hospital bed, 
her head still 
woozy with 
anaesthetic, Imogen 
May tried to speak - 
and nothing 
happened. Her face 
felt frozen; she 
couldn’t move a 
muscle. And she 
couldn’t speak at all. 

“It was s**t,” says the 
26-year-old, with a little 
shrug. “I still can’t speak 
at all. The only way I can 
communicate is by 
writing things down. And 
that can be really 
frustrating: I have to 
admit I’ve thrown a few 
pens... 

“But anger? No. I’ve 
done angry before and it 
makes you all dark and 
sticky inside; I’m not 
going to let that be a part 
of me. I’ve got so much I 
want to do, so much I 
want to achieve. And I’m 
not going to let this get in 
my way.” 

For almost a decade, 
Imogen has been battling 
a progressive and 
disabling muscle disease. 
Triggered by a mystery 
virus, which hit her in her 
teens, the condition 
robbed her first of the 
ability to walk - and now 
it’s stolen her voice. 

“The thing I miss most 
is talking to people on the

phone,” continues 
Imogen, from Cottenham. 
“I used to speak to two or 
three friends a night, 
often for hours. Now the 
phone rarely rings and if 
it does I hear my voice on 
the answer phone; I can’t 
bring myself to delete the 
message but I don’t like it 
there either. 

“And I miss the silly 
little things, things like 
singing in the shower. If 
I’m at home and feeling 
remotely low, the silence 
is deafening.” 

Imogen has spent 
much of the last year in 
hospital. Rushed into 
intensive care after she 
suddenly stopped 
breathing - because some 
food got trapped in her 
lungs - she had to have a 
whole series of 
operations. And it was in 
the wake of her final op 
that she lost her voice. 

A degree student at 
Anglia Ruskin, Imogen 
was forced to put her 
photography studies on 
hold. But now, back at uni 
for her final year, she is 
determined to stay the 
course. 

“If I don’t finish this 
bloody degree I’ll go 
mad,” she writes, rolling 
her eyes. “But it is hard 
sometimes. The problem 
is that, as a person with 


disabilities, I have to fight 
for everything: physical 
access, access to services, 
access to support... And 
that’s a pretty s***ty place 
to be with no voice. It’s 
not surprising that some 
people lose hope.” 

Far from losing hope 
herself, Imogen is looking 
to the future. With the 
help of university tutors 
and her enormous circle 
of friends, she is currently 
fundraising for a high- 
tech communicator: like 
the equipment used by 
Professor Stephen 
Hawking, it would allow 
her to speak through a 
computer. 

“It would be life¬ 
changing,” explains 
Imogen. “But it costs 
£7,000 just for the basic 
box, £11,000 with what 
they call ‘eye gaze 
technology’. My speech 
therapist has been 
brilliant but she hasn’t got 
a pot of gold; all the NHS 
can give me is an 
alphabet sheet - and 
that’s not much good on 
the phone.” 

Imogen first fell ill at 
17, when she contracted a 
strange virus. “It started 
with feeling a bit run¬ 
down,” she remembers. 
“Then I started getting 
numb patches on my 
legs. Things just got 
worse from there.” 

Now, nearly 10 years 
on, Imogen needs 24- 
hour care and an electric 


wheelchair. She has been 
diagnosed with a 
condition called 
Neuromuscular Dystonia, 
which causes her brain to 
send confused messages 
to her muscles. 

“It pulls the muscles 
into painful spasms that 
just don’t let go,” explains 
Imogen. “That’s what 
happened to my face 
after the operation - and 
the same thing has 
affected my vocal 
chords.” 

A bright and bubbly 
character, Imogen is 
incredibly philosophical 
about her situation. “I do 
have my moments 
though,” she admits. 
“There was a time when I 
didn’t get out of bed if I 
didn’t want to. 

“I was miserable all the 
time and hadn’t even 
noticed, it happened so 
gradually. Because I was 
young when I got my 
impairment my school 
friends didn’t really stick 
around; they were all 
growing up and going off 
to university. 

“My mum had moved 
away and my two sisters 
were at university 
themselves. There wasn’t 
really anyone in 
Cambridge I could call up 
and say ‘I’m miserable, 
can you bring pizza 
round?’. 

“You end up in a 
situation where you 
realise you have no

friends and no social life. 
It feels like there’s not 
much point in doing 
anything.” 

Imogen left home at 18. 
“I moved into a homeless 
hostel because my 
disability had reached a 
stage where I couldn’t 
really live in my mum’s 
house because I couldn’t 
get up and down the 
stairs any more,” she 
explains. 

“Then my mum 
decided she wanted to go 
and get a job in Hull, so 
she moved. And I lived in 
Robson Court, the hostel 
inWaterbeach. It was 
really hard.” 

Imogen lost the use of 
her legs little by little. As 
she became more 
disabled, she had to both 
quit her job as a carer and 
start using a manual 
wheelchair. By the age of 
22 she could hardly walk 
at all - and it was clear 
she needed a powered 
chair. 

“I got a bank loan,” 
continues Imogen. 
“Looking back it was a 
stupid decision, but it 
wasn’t like I wanted to get 
a flashy car. What are you 
supposed to do if you 
need something?” 

Moving out of the 
hostel and into a council 
bungalow, with her then 
partner, Imogen 
struggled to keep up the 
loan repayments. “I 
ended up getting myself 
into more debt trying to 
pay them,” she 
remembers. “I didn’t want 
to open my mail, because 
I was scared of what the 
letters would say.” 

Her benefits also in a 
muddle, Imogen realised 
she was at risk of losing 
her home. And that’s 
when her social worker 
called in the Young 
People’s Floating Support 
Service in Cambridge 
(offering help with all 
lands of problems, from 
addiction and mental 
health issues to debt and 
disability). Assigned her 


own support worker, 
Imogen managed to get 
both her finances and her 
emotional health back on 
track. 

Then, a keen 
photographer, she 
decided to apply for the 
degree course at Anglia 
Ruskin: visiting the 
department on the 
Tuesday, she got an 
unconditional offer 
through the post on the 
Thursday morning. 

“I managed the first 
two years of my degree 
mostly okay,” writes 
Imogen. “But then I got 
poorly: I stopped 
breathing. 

“Because of the 
problems with my 
muscles I can’t cough 
very well and food and 
drink ends up getting 
stuck in my lungs. After 
about three months in 
hospital they realised I

couldn’t swallow at all 
any more and started 
tube-feeding me. I still 
have to have a tube now 
which means I can’t eat 
chocolate, something else 
I miss. Otherwise it could 
be ‘death by chocolate’, 
ha ha...” 

The tube feed started 
to cause problems with 
Imogen’s bladder 
(because she wasn’t 
ingesting enough fluid) 
and she had to have a 
series of painful 
operations. 

“I came round from 
one op in so much pain,” 
she continues. “My face 
tightened up and I 
couldn’t talk for about 10 
days. It came back a bit as 
the spasms released, then 


I had the same op and my 
voice went again - and 
this time it didn’t come 
back.” 

Enjoying her degree - 
she is currently penning a 
dissertation on the 
representation of 
disability in the media 
and fine art - Imogen has 
created a whole portfolio 
of self-portraits as part of 
her course work. A frank 
and often touching 
collection, it depicts 
every area of her life. 

“Most of them are quite 
smiley but I did one of me 
in the shower and one of 
the nurse changing my 
catheter,” explains 
Imogen. “I did find it 
quite painful to start 
with, but it’s honest. So 
many pictures of people 
with disabilities are borne 
out of pity: some people 
do pity me - but if they 
do it to my face they end 
up with broken toes!” 

With her degree 
nearing completion, a 
new partner and a busy 
social calendar (she is out 
visiting friends most 
days), Imogen is clearly 
living her life to the full. 

But she says her 
ambition is to talk again. 
“I want to be able to 
work, to travel, to speak 
on the bloody phone,” 
adds Imogen. 

“Nobody can go 
through something like 
this without feeling dark 
and sticky at times. What 
makes the difference is 
what you do with the 
leftover energy. And I 
want to put my energy to 
good use.”

Small tips to get the 
best from veg patch 


B aby veg have 
long been a 
favourite at the 
dinner table, but you 
can pay a lot for the 
pre-packed mini¬ 
carrots, courgettes 
and leeks in die 
supermarkets, which 
are often pretty 
tasteless. 

It’s worth trying to grow 
your own, but do you have 
to choose baby varieties or 
can you just pick the 
standard veg early? 

Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled a 
number of veg to find out 
whether seed ranges of 
baby veg were any better 
than ordinary varieties 
grown close together or 
picked early. 

The test site planted 
blocks of up to five 
varieties each of 
cauliflowers, courgettes, 
leeks, sweetcorn and 
carrots recommended for 
growing as baby veg. 

They also grew a 
standard variety at both 
normal and closer spacing, 
and picked them at the 
normal and smaller size for 
comparison. 

Sowing leeks in April, 
they had decent baby leeks 
by fire beginning of August 
and found the best variety 
was ‘Electra’, which 
produced a whopping 123 
plants per square metre for 
a 2.6kg harvest. The 
standard variety, ‘Carlton’, 
grown at closer spacing,

produced 100 leeks and 
worked as a baby veg. 
When picked at a normal 
size it yielded 33 leeks per 
square metre, weighing 
4.1kg. 

Baby carrots are simply 
those which are harvested 
early, although a number 
of varieties including 
‘Parmex’, ‘Ideal’ and ‘Mini 
Finger’ are often 
recommended for growing 
as mini-veg. 

Researchers sowed five 
varieties of these into the 
ground in rows spaced 
15cm apart and thinned 
the seedlings to around 
lem-1.5cm apart. They 
also grew the conventional 
type ‘Early Nantes’ in the 
same way. 

Harvesting began after 
10 weeks and ‘Mini Finger’ 
proved the best baby 
variety, while ‘Amsterdam 
Force’ gave the lowest 
yield. However, the best 
results came from the 
standard ‘Early Nantes’ 
when grown in the same 
way as the baby veg and 
picked as a baby carrot. 

Carrots can be difficult 
to establish early on in the 
season. The soil needs to 
be at least 7C degrees in 
the early morning and 
moist. Later crops should 
be covered with fleece to 


stop carrot fly attacking the 
roots. 

With courgettes, the best 
baby veg variety was 
‘Supremo’, but you have to 
pick them frequently to 
stop them becoming too 
large. Simply harvest them 
smaller than normal, 
planting one plant per 
metre. 

If you want only one or 
two courgette plants, buy 
them from a garden centre. 
If you can’t find a baby 
variety, just pick any 
variety that will produce 
mini-courgettes if taken 
regularly when they reach 
8-10cm. 

The least successful 
baby veg was undoubtedly 
sweetcorn, as each plant 
produced only a couple of 
cobs. Grow the bigger 
varieties, which will give 
you heavier cobs and will 
be a much better use of 
space. 

Cauliflowers, however, 
fared better-those 
recommended for growing 
as baby veg are perfect for 
families who simply can’t 
get through a cauliflower in 
one meal. 

‘Avalanche’ and ’Candid 
Charm’ are ideal if you 
don’t want your 
cauliflowers too big. Sow 
them straight into the soil 
or start in modules and 
transplant carefully as they 
don’t like root disturbance. 
Water them in dry spells 
and give equal spacing 
between plants. The two 
smaller varieties produced 
more to eat than the 
standard ‘Sydney’.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sorbus (Rowan) 

Commonly known as 
mountain ash or 
whitebeam, this wonderful 
tree provides all-year 
interest, producing large 
heads of pink-flushed 
flowers in late spring which 
then develop into beautiful 
red or white fruits in 
autumn. 

Birds don’t like the white 
berries of S cashmiriana, 
the Kashmir, so they are 
left hanging, adding 
interest when much else 
has faded and long after 
the leaves have fallen. 

If you want a columnar 
specimen, S aucuparia 
‘Fastigiata’ may fit the bill, 
reaching a height of 6m 
and producing clusters of 
ripe red berries. 

The trees prefer cool, 
moist situations as they 
become prone to fireblight 
when under stress due to 
drought conditions.

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

_ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place.

Electric cars dilemma 


A WHOLESALE switch to electric 
cars may not necessarily reduce 
C02 emissions or dependence 
on oil, a recent report prepared 
for the Environmental Transport 
Association (ETA) concluded. 

It was unlikely that electric vehicles 
would number more than 25 per cent 
of new sales by 2050, the report 
added. 

There were significant potential 
environmental benefits to be had 
from a switch to electric vehicles, the 
report said. 

But it added that these benefits 
were wholly dependent on changes 
in the way electricity was generated, 
energy was taxed and C02 emissions 
regulated. 

The report said that under the 
current EU emissions trading system, 
sales of electric cars were likely to 
result in higher overall C02 
emissions and oil consumption. 

ETA director Andrew Davis said: 
“While the report is not intended to 
dampen enthusiasm for electric 
vehicles, their introduction should 
not be viewed as a panacea. 
Significant changes to the way we 
produce and tax power are needed 
before we will reap any benefits.” 

The report said: 

■ Electric cars powered by wind or 
solar energy are obviously superior, 
but if the electricity comes from coal, 
hybrids such as the Toyota Prius 
perform better; 

■ There is potential for improvement 
in performance and reduction of 


costs in the medium term, but not 
enough to suggest electric cars could 
compete head-on with conventional 
vehicles within the next two decades; 

■ Low running costs of electric 
vehicles would lead to extra demand 
for car transport and make necessary 
the taxation of electricity. On-board 
metering of electricity use would be a 
key requirement; 

■ Even if the National Grid has the 
capacity and the basic infrastructure 
to meet the needs of electric cars, the 
new demand patterns they will create 
may mean greater use of coal and 
nuclear power. 

From the European lobby group 
Transport & Environment, the report 
recommended that C02 emission 
standards for cars should be 
considerably tightened and fuel taxes 
increased. 

It said that a lack of stringent C02 
standards removed the main 
incentive for the motor industry to 
invest in electric vehicles. 

The report also recommended the 
quantity and quality of electricity 
used in cars had to be measured and 
existing loopholes in the emissions 
trading scheme needed to be closed. 

A Department for Transport 
spokesperson said: “Electric and 
other ultra-low emission cars offer 
the potential to dramatically reduce 
the carbon emissions from road 
transport over the long term. But 
they are not the only way to reduce 
car C02 emissions. 

“Better driving, along with 
increased fuel efficiency of

conventional vehicles and use of 
biofuels, means that C02 emissions 
from new and existing petrol and 
diesel cars can be reduced. All these 
measures are needed to help reduce 
green house gas emissions from road 
transport. 

“Electric cars powered from today’s 
UK generating grid would save up to 
40 per cent of the C02 emissions of a 
conventional petrol car over its full 
life cycle. This saving will improve as 
the grid moves to using more low 
carbon power sources. 

“Right now, the grid could support 
a relatively high number of Electric 
Vehicles (EVs). It could support even 
more if the increased demand for 
electricity is properly managed, using 
smart meters and dynamic tariffs. In 
fact, EVs can provide a way to 
capture and store electricity at night 
from renewable sources like wind 
power.”

Car travel is the single 
biggest source of household 
and individual C02 emissions 
in the UK, says Transport 
Minister Sadiq Khan, noting 
that if all drivers reduced their 
weekly distances by just five 
miles, they could save 2.7 
million tonnes of C02 per 
year.
